TOKIO, May 17.—Irresponsible war 
_ talk was condemned by most of the

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SON TS CHARGED 
Th MURDER OF 
WEALTHY FARMIER 


William Steele Jr. . Arrested 
Connection With Tragedy on 
Wilson Creek Battlefield. 


in 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 17.—Wil- 
liam Steele Jr. was arrested last night 
at the Frisco passenger station in 
Springfield; charged with the murder 
of his father, William Steele, the 
wealthy Christian County pioneer who 
was slain as he sat eating supper the 
night of May 2, in his home on Wilson 
Creek. 

J. Cc. (‘Bud’’) Hale, father-in-law of 
the accused man, also is under arrest, 
charged with being an accomplice. The 
detention of Hale was made by Sheriff 
John Turner of ‘Ozark, Mo., at the 
former’s home in Battlefield, a small 
station on the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
way, two miles from the house where 
the shooting occurred. Hale was 
taken overland to Ozark by the Sheriff 
and was placed in the Christian County 
Juil. 

Steele, following his arrest, by Deputy 
Sheriff Zach A. Faught, was taken to 
the Greene County Jail. Purd Hayes, 
an attorney of Ozark, has been retained 
as counsel for the defense. The pris- 
oner and his lawyer spent practically 
the entire night in conference. 

The arrest of the two men-is the 
result of the action of Deputy Sheriff 
Faught of Nixa, Mo. The officer was 
in charge of the investigation fol- 
lowing the murder. An affidavit 
which charges the men with murder 
was made by the deputy before Jus- 
tice John H. Ball of Nixa. The pre- 
liminary hearing of the two men has 
been set for May 26, before the Nixa 
Justice. 

Steele lives at Battlefield, near the 
home of his father-in-law. He oper- 
ates a well drill. Following the dis- 
covery of the dead body of the father 
on the night of May 2 by John Steele, 
another son, William Steele Jr., was 
notified at his house of the tragedy. 
Hale accompanied his son-in-law to 
the house after the murder. Hale 
was a member of a fishing party 
with John Steele when the latter 
found the body. 

Steele left a considerable estate, which, 
it is assumed, will be divided among his 
four children, including the accused. It 
is alleged by the prosecution that Wil- 
liam Steele Jr. has been pressed for 
funds lately. 

The murdered farmer lived alone. His 
house is on a part of the ground where 
the battle of Wilson Creek was fought 
Aug. 10, 1861, between Gen. Nathaniel 
Lyon and the Confederate chieftains 
Ben McCulloch and Sterling Price, and 
is not far from the spot where Gen. 
Lyon was killed. The Steele farm is 
about eight miles southwest of Spring- 
field, and as a part of the historic bat- 
tlefield is familiar to many tourists.

NATIONAL PRIMARY 
BEYOND THOUGHT 
TOPROF. WH. TAFT 


Former President in Yale Lecture 
Declares It Gives Advantage 
to Wealthy. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 17.—State- 
wide primaries are ‘extreme measures 
for political reform,” and a national 
primary for the election of a President 
and other national officers is ‘‘almost 
beyond thought,’’ to former. President 
William H. Taft, who delivered anoth- 
er lecture at Yale on ‘“‘Some Problems 
of Modern Government.” 

Prof. Taft sald the primary is a 
means of electing good local officials, 
but the state and national conventions 
“give an opportunity for more mature 
deliberation than is possible at the 
polls.’’ 

“A vital objection to the state-wide 
primary,” he said, ‘is the great advant- 
age that men of wealth and great am- 
bition have over merely good men. 
Such men are willing to spend money to 
obtain advertising and votes, while the 
well qualified men are unwilling or have 
not the means to spend.” 

Taking up the subject, of bosses, 
Taft said: ‘“‘They have some redeem- 
ing qualities,’’ and laughingly referred 
to himself as having had the reputation 
of being one. 

“The only reason why the government 
of Tammany in New York has been tol- 
erable is becau:é leaders in New York 
had thought for public opinion. It fs 
a characteristic of all bosses that they 
entertain a healthy fear of defeat at 
the polls.”’ 

Prof. Taft would dismiss chiefs of all 
Federal offices, except postoffices, and 
would elevate the chief deputies’ in 
these offices, with a raise of from 16 
to 20 per cent in salary, if 'e had his 
way. He said: 

“The chief deputies know their busi- 
ness—that is why they are there—and 
tue heads of the offices, who are ap- 
pointed and confirmed by the Senate, 
might learn eventually—but it would 
take a long time. 

“As long as all Federal appointments, 
except those of fourth-class postmas- 
ters, have to be confirmed by the Sen- 
ate, heads of these offices are going 
to be too busy playing politics to learn 
their business. Application of civil 
service ru’es to off‘ces which have to be 
confirmed by the Senate is impossible.”

ACCIDENT STARTS 


A CAMPAIGN FOR 
GRADE SEPARATION 


Mrs. W. H. Moore Whose Auto 
Was Struck at Crossing and 
Her Husband Start Petitions. 


PLAN TO RAISE A FUND 


Train Backed Into Machine Con- 
taining Woman and Six Chil- 
dren; All Bruised. 


As the result of an automobile acci- 
dent in which Mrs. W. H. Moore of 5146 
Von Versen avenue, and her two chil- 
dren, were injured at a grade crossing, 
a movement to help eliminate the dan- 
gerous surface crossings in St. Louis has 
been begun by Moore, a real estate 
broker, and his wife. 

Moore has offered to contribute $500 
as the nucleus of a fund to be used to 
try to bring about the separation of the 
grades and provide safe crossings over 
railroad tracks. He will circulate peti- 
tions asking his friends to pledge their 
moral and financial support to the 
movement, he told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday. He praised the long 
campaign of the Post-Dispatch to elim- 
inate grade crossings. 

Mrs. Moore will urge women’s or- 
ganizations, she being a member of 
several, to co-operate. She will ask the 
women to cause their husbands to sign 
the petitions and urge them to demand 
such legislation as is necessary to abol- 
ish the places where many persons are 
killed or injured annually. 

Appeal to State Commission. 

The petitions will be submitted to the 
State Public Utilities Commission, de- 
manding that efforts be made at once 
either to reach an agreement with the 
railroads by which safe crossings will 
be assured, or to compel the roads to 
abolish the grade crossings. 

Moore’s attorney, T. J. Hoolan, will 
return Monday from “French Lick 
Springs, at his request, to prepare the 
petitions and advise him as to the prop- 
er procedure to accomplish his aim. 
Moore says he will appear before the 
Utilities Commission at Jefferson City, 
if necessary, to point out the immedi- 
ate need of safe crossings. He will 
ask the .co- -operation of business and 
civic organizations and will ask that 
representatives be named to appear be. 
fore the State commission to demand 
action. 

The accident which stirred Moore to 
action occurred Monday afternoon at 
the De Baliviere avenue crossing of the 
Wabash and Rock Island tracks at the 
entrance to Forest Park. Mrs. Moore, 
her two chidren, and 4 children of 
neighbors, were returning in an auto- 
mobile from a drive through Forest 
Park. 

Clear Track Was Indicated. 

A freight train was passing when the 
auto reached the crossing and the safety 
gates were down. When the train had 
passed the gates were lifted indicating 
a Clear crossing. As Mrs. Moore drove 
on the railroad tracks, a freight train 
backed up from the opposite direction, 
striking the machine on the rear axle. 

Two of the children jumped from 
the rear seat of’ the auto before the 
crash and escaped injury except for 
scratches and bruises; Another boy 
was thrown out, alighting on his head. 
Two teeth were knocked out and he 
was internally injured. He is in a se- 
rious condition at his home. 

Mrs. Moore and her two children were 
knocked against the framework by the 
impact and were bruised. The auto was 
wrecked. 

This demonstrates that safety gates 
at crossings do not insure the safety of 
persons using the highways, according 
to Moore. The gates are operated by 
watchmen and their effectiveness de- 
pends on the watchfulmess of the man 
on guard, he declared. The only safe 
plan, 
grades, providing one roadway for ve- 
hicles and pedestrians, and another path 
for railroad trains. 

Plans for Combined Force. 

Concerted action will be more effective 
in bringing this about than individual 
effort, Moore declared. For that reason 
he expects to cause the enemies of 
grade crossings to combine into an or- 
ganized movement with a common alm, 
backed by the finances necessary to 
carry on a winning campaign. 

Moore, who has an office in the Bank 
of Commerce Building, said that sev- 
eral friends have assured him they will 
aid in the movement and will sign the 
petitions as soon as they are prepared. 
He said he- would establish a headquar- 
ters, and will ask some civic organiza- 
tion to become custodian of the funds 
and accept donations. ‘He will employ 
solicitors to get several thousand signa- 
tures to the petitions urging the State 
commission to take action.

Two Have Already Opposed 
Free Sugar and Two Others 
Are Shunning a Caucus. 


NEWLANDS

Walsh of Montana Uncertain, 
Although Colleague From 
State Will Stand by Party,

WASHINGTON, May 17.—While the 
Democrats succeeded in the Senate in 
defeating the resolution for public 
hearings on the tariff bill, Francis G. 
Newlands of Nevada, a veteran wheel 
horse of the Democratic party, an- 
nounced on the floor that if the acticn 
of the Finance Committee on the Un- 
derwood measure does not satisfy his 
convictions, he will thereafter exercise 
his own judgment. : 

This is the first normal statemeat 
from any Democratic Senator, other 
than Thornton and Ransdell of Louis: 
ana, that possibly he may co-operate 
with the Republicans and oppose ce-- 
tain features of the revision progratn. 

The attitude assumed by Newland: 
came as a shock to the majority lea:l- 
ers, although the Nevada statesman 
has not indicated his final stand on 
the pending bill. Up to this time, in 
addition to the Louisianans, Senatcrs 
Newlands and Walsh, the latter of 
Montana, have declined to intimat: 
their concurrence in the caucus of Dem- 
ocrats to be held for the purpose of 
binding the majority to the Underwood 
bill. Senator Simmons, in charge vf 
the measure, has been much disturbed 
by the refusal of Newlands and Waish 
to promise attendance when the cau- 
cus is called. 

Meyers to Stand With Party. 

A statement was made by Senator 
Meyers of Montana, saying he was a 
Democrat and would stand with the 
party on tariff revision. He re- 
garded the interests of the whole 
people as of greater importance than 
those of his constituents. Meyers 
has often been counted as among 
those Senators who might refuse to 
co-operate with the majority in plac- 
im _ wool and sugar on the free Hist. 
ror that reason he went on record 
and placed himself beyond suspicion. 
If Senators Thornton, Ransdell, 
Newlands and Walsh refuse to partic- 
ipate in the Democratic caucus they 
will hold the balance of power and 
attempt to dictate the new tariff bill.

Diplomacy Needed to Win, 

The utterances of Senators New- 
lands and Walsh served to increase 
the apprehension entertained by Sen- 
ator Simmons and other Democratic 
leaders. They realize that the utmost 
diplemacy and caution must be ex- 
erted to prevent the two Louisiana 
Senators from being joined by two 
others from beet .-sugar. and wool 
states of the West, thereby turning 


‘the fate of the Underwood tariff bill 


over to the minority. 
The tariff bill, after seven days of 
delay, was referred to the Finance Coni- 
mittee. The combined motion of Sena- 
tors Penrose and La Follette for public 
bearings, and for the submission of 13 
interrogations for replies from manu- 
facturers, was defeated, 36 to 41. Sen- 
etors Ransdell and Thornton, Demo- 
crats, of Louisiana, voted with the Re- 
rublicans for open hearings. Senatm 
I oindexter, Progressive, voted with the 
Democrats against hearings.

3 ROADS AND COAL 
FIRM INDICTED ON 
REBATING CHARGE 


Vandalia, Big Four and Grand 
Trunk Named in Federal Re- 
turn in East St. Louis. 


= 


Upon evidence furnished by a spe- 
cial investigator for the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the Federal grand 
jury in East St. Louis returned in- 
dictments, Friday, against the Van- 
dalia, Big Four and Grand Trunk rail- 
roads, charging them with giving re- 
bates to certain coal companies, and 
against the O’Gara Coal Co., charging 
it with accepting rebates. 

August G. Hutheim, an attorney em- 
ployed by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, spent several weeks in East 
St. Louis investigating the practices 
which the Government charges the rail-- 
roads were employing to evade the 
Elkins law. 

Money Loaning Charge. 

The Vandalia railroad is charged with 
lending money to the Lumaghi Coal 
Co. of Collinsville at 2 per cent in- 
terest, and in return for this favor ex- 
acting of the coal company a pledge to 
ship all of its coal over the Vandalia 
lines. The Government charges that 
lending the money to the coal company 
at less than the market rates of interest 
amounts to a rebate, and is in violation 
of the law. 

The indictment against 
Four contains 21 counts. The road 
is charged with entering into an 
arrangement with the O’Gara Coal 
Co., by which the coal company was to 
bill its shipments from Eldorado, IIL, 
in such a way as to make it appear that 
the shipments originated at Harrisburg, 
lll. It is charged by the Government 
that the Harrisburg coal commands a 
better price than the Eldorado coal. 
This alleged scheme, it is charged, en- 
abled the coal company to get a better 
price for its coal than it was entitled 
to and was a Violation of the law. 

Second Indictment. 

A second indictment of 2 counts 
against the Big Four Railroad charges 
it with discrimination in favor of the 
O’Gara Coal Co. on shipments to South 
Bend, Ind. The rate from the mines to 
South Bend was $1.0 a ton, and later 
increased to $1.08 a ton. Under a scheme 
of billing coal to Battle Creek and stop- 
ping it at South Bend, the coal com- 
pany was able to get a rate of 92 and 
9% cents a ton, or 15 cents @ ton less 
than the regular rate, it is charged. 

The coal company was indicted on the 
same 20 counts as the railroad for ac- 
cepting the alleged rebates. The Grand 
Trunk Railroad, it is charged, was in 
some way a party to the alleged scheme, 
and it also was indicted.
